“It was awesome, especially when 
everybody stood to sing ‘We Thank 
Thee Oh God For A Prophet,’” said 
Ryan Brown, a freshman from 
Hayward, Calif. 

Brown, Mills and Christenson 
skipped their 9 a.m. classes to be 
able to get front row seats for 
President Hinckley’s talk. Their 10 
a.m. Book of Mormon class had been 
cancelled so students could go early 
to the Devotional. 

“It was absolutely incredible to be 
able to sit 30 fect from the prophet,”

“T was really impressed by the way 
he communicates with the youth of 
the church. He has a great sense of 
humor, and he commands the atten- 
tion of his audience,” Brown said.

‘Stone-cold sober’ 
school relies on 
work for success

Although President Gordon B. 
Hinckley’s outdated Rand McNally 
atlas listed Dyer, Nev., home to Deep 
Springs College with a population of 
20, not much has changed since the 
atlas was printed in 1965. 

Dyer, Nev. is actually,a valley with 
a population of 250. Though it does 
have one bank and an elementary 
school called Dyer Elementary 
School, the city has no Chamber of 
Commerce or city government list- 
ing. 

Deep Springs College is actually 
located 30 miles west of Dyer, Nev. 
in “an isolated desert valley in 
California,” said Misha Hoekstra, 
Dean of Deep Springs College. 

The two-year college has a student 
body of 24.:Its all-male enrollment 
comes from all over the United 
States. Professors and their families 
live on campus. 

“We are highly competitive acade- 
mically with other well-known uni- 
versities. We have a higher SAT 
average for our first-year students 
than Harvard,” Hoekstra said. 

Prior to coming to Deep Springs 
College, students are aware of the 
student-imposed and enforced rule 
against usage of alcohol and non-pre- 
scription drugs. Additionally, stu- 
dents live on the ranch and are not 
allowed to leave while school is in 
session, said Colin Wambsgans, a 
freshman from New Orleans, La. 

Sobriety is the result of working 20 
hours a week on the cattle and alfalfa 
ranch where the 80-year old institu- 
tion is located. 

“The idea here is self-government,” 
Hoekstra said. All rule violations are 
discussed by the student body. 


“The most common discipline is 
student body censure, the public dis- 
approval by the entire student body,” 
he said. 

Student committees are also 
involved in accepting incoming stu- 
dents, hiring new professors and 
deciding course topics that are taught 
during the year. 

“They keep us so busy here, we just 
don’t have time to think about drink- 
ing,” Wambsgans said.

4 departments will change 
from self-study advisement

The Board of Trustees approved on 
Sept. 11 the first of three packages of 
changes decided from self-study rec- 
ommendations. 

The Marriott School of Management 
and the College of Education are 
being reorganized, the Department of 


’ Music is now the School of Music and 


the Department of Clothing and 
Textiles is being discontinued, said 
Alan Wilkins, academic vice presi- 
dent. 

Changes in degree programs will be 
presented before the board in 
November, and the implementation of 
strategic themes, such as improving 
the quality of large classes and 
préparing new faculty to teach, will be 
presented in December, Wilkins said. 

“We're trying to focus on some 
important priorities,” Wilkins said. 
“Our belief is that implementing these 
decisions will help us improve our 
service to students and the quality of 
our offerings.” 

The Marriott School of Management 
will be reduced from six departments 
to four: the Business Management 
Department, the Public Management 
Department, the Organizational 
Leadership and Strategy Department 
and the School of Accountancy and 
Information Systems. 


“The changes were made to encour- 


age and improve interdisciplinary 
teaching and research and to make our 
educational offerings more consistent 
with current management practices in 
the business world,” said the Dean of

The College of Education has been 
renamed the David O. McKay School 
of Education. Its departments are 
being reorganized into’ the 
Department of Teacher Education, 
Department of Counseling and 
Special Education, Department of 
Audiology and Speech/Language 
Pathology, Department of Educational 
Leadership and Administrative 
Foundations and the Department of 
Instructional Psychology —and 
Technology, Wilkins said. 

There will also be a center for 
improving teacher education and the 
early childhood/preschool program 
will move from Family Sciences into 
the School of Education, he said. 

“On this 75th anniversary of the 
College of Education, there is not a 
better gift we could have asked for 
than what the board and the university 
have given us,” said Dean Robert S. 
Patterson in a press release about the 
changes. 

For the School of Music, the name 
change brings the recognition of 
excellence in music. “The name 
change is a recognition of the size and 
scope of the Department of Music,”. 
explained Clyn Barrus, director of the 
School of Music. “Traditionally, 
when a music department reaches a 
certain size and offers a certain num- 
ber of degrees, the name is changed to 
show that size.”

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Nixon’s VP Agnew dies at 77, 
remembered for conservatism

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — Spiro T. 
Agnew, who-relished lashing out at 
the media, anti-war protesters and lib- 
erals before he was forced to resign as 
Richard Nixon’s vice president over a 
tax-evasion scandal, died Tuesday. 
He was 77. 

Agnew was taken to Atlantic 
General Hospital in Ocean City on 
Tuesday. Officials there and at the 
Ullrich Funeral Home in neighboring 

‘Berlin would not release any informa- 
tion about the cause of death. 

Agnew was the little-known gover- 
nor of Maryland when Nixon picked 
him as his running mate in 1968. He 
made a name for himself as vice pres- 
ident for his die-hard conservatism 
and colorful phraseology, such as 
when he described the media as “nat- 
tering nabobs of negativism.” 

Five years after his election, Agnew 
abruptly announced his resignation, 


then walked into a federal courtroom 
in Baltimore and pleaded no contest 
to one count of income tax evasion. 

In a national television address Oct. 
15, 1973, five days after his resigna- 
tion, Agnew said he resigned to 
restore “unimpaired confidence: and 
implicit trust” in the vice presidency. 

Agnew was born Nov. 9, 1918, in 
suburban Baltimore, the son of a 
Greek immigrant father. : 

He became a lawyer-and moved int 
politics, winning his first election to 
become executive of Baltimore 
County in 1962. 

When Nixon died in 1994, Agnew 
said he came to the funeral because “T 
decided after 20 years of resentment 
to put it all aside.” He said he hadn’t 
talked to Nixon since the day he 
resigned, refusing to take several calls 
from Nixon because “I felt totally 
abandoned.”

Artificial blood may run through human veins 


‘WASHINGTON — Trauma patients rushed to Chicago’s Cook County 
Hospital soon may awaken to discover they’re pioneers in the search for artifi- 
cial blood, as a red liquid that looks like real blood — but isn’t — drips into 
their-veins. 

Doctors at Cook County and 20 other emergency rooms nationwide later this 
fall will begin the first mass testing of a potential substitute for human blood. 

The hope i is that artificial blood will save lives when doctors run short of the 
real stuff. 

“Tf blood is unavailable, and that does happen, this provides a bridge until 
you ‘can get it,’ said Richard DeWoskin of Northfield Laboratories Inc., which 
is trying to get approval for tests. DeWoskin expects artificial blood one day to 
helpin the military, developing countries and in the “urban battlefield” of inner 
crtiés.

Heart procedure may prove lethal for some 


CHICAGO — A heart monitoring procedure used a million or more times a 
year in this country to treat.critically ill patients may. be killing some of them, 
réseatchers say. 

Patients who underwent the procedure, called right heart catheterization, had 
a2] percent higher risk of death in the succeeding 30 days, according to fig- 
ures on 5,735 intensive-care unit patients. 

The procedure involves inserting a balloon-tipped catheter into a neck vein 
and: guiding it into the heart’s right atrium. This allows doctors to measure how 
the ‘heart is performing. 

“There clearly is an association between the use of right heart catheters and a 
higher rate of death,” said Dr. Alfred F. Connors Jr. of the University of 
Virginia. 

Connors and his colleagues said the research is the largest, most detailed 
study-on right heart catheterization. 

“There’s no question that the health establishment should pay attention to 
that,”:said Dr. Claude Lenfant, director of the National Heart, Lung, and Blood 
Institute at the National Institutes of Health. But he said banning the procedure 
without further research is “perhaps a little bit jumping to conclusions.”

in ‘right direction’

WASHINGTON — Continuing a 
downward trend that began in 1994, 
the number of violent crimes in the 
United States fell more than 9 percent 
last year, the government reported 
Tuesday. 

“We have moved from gridlock to 
solutions that work,” said Attorney 
General Janet Reno. 

There were nearly 9.9 million vio- 
lent crimes in 1995, 1 million fewer 
than the previous year, according to 
the preliminary estimates by the 
Bureau of Justice Statistics. The final 
report will be out next spring: 

Crime has become a dominant issue 
in the presidential election campaign. 

Republican Bob Dole on Monday 
proposed an anti-crime package while 
President Clinton basked in the 
endorsement of a major police organi- 


. zation. 


Clinton, campaigning in Michigan 
on Tuesday, called the 9 percent drop 
in violent crimes the largest in a 
decade: 

“Ym not declaring victory against 
crime,” he said. “I’m just saying 
we’re moving in the right direction 
and what we need to do is not to 
abandon the present course, but to 
bear down and do more of it.” 

The picture of violent crime in 
America last year, compared with 
1994: 

-Rape decreased almost 18 percent, 
from’432,700 to 354,670. 

-Robbery:fell 14 percent, from 1. 29 
million‘to 1.12 million. 

-Assault declined 8 percent, from 
9.1 million to.8.4 million. Attacks 
with injuries fell 24 percent, from 
678,500 to 516,500. 

-Purse snatching and pocket picking 
were down 18 percent, from 488,930 


to 402,590. 


The number of property crimes 
declined 5.5 percent last year, down 
700,000 to 29.3 million. 

The rate of burglaries, theft, and 
theft of motor vehicles was 288 per 
1,000'households, down from 308' per 
1,000 in 1994. 

The decline in the number of violent 
crimes began two years ago, interrupt- 
ing a rising trend that existed since 
the mid-1980s, said Jan Chaiken 
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Survey says violent crimes dro 


director of the Justice Department’s 
Bureau of Justice Statistics. 

The economy and the aging of the 
population figure in the reductions, 
say criminologists such as Jack Levin 
of Northeastern University in Boston. 

“The baby boomers. have matured 
into their 30s and 40s,” he said. “They 
are mellowing out, perhaps aging 
gracefully, and they are graduating 
out of high-risk violence and property 


_erimes into white collar crimes, fraud 


and embezzlement.” 
James Fife, core University crim- 


inal justice professor, noted that “right 
now we are at the point where there 
aren’t a lot of people in the crime- 
prone years, 16-24. But we can expect 
in the next 10 years crime rates will 
increase significantly.” At the same 
time, he said, “The better the econo; 
my, the less violent we are.” 

Criminologists consider the survey 
to be a reliable indicator of crime in 
America, since it includes crimes not 
reported to police. 

About 100,000 crime victims were 
interviewed for the survey.

WASHINGTON — In moves designed to “keep 
Saddam Hussein in a box,” President Clinton has 
dispatched 3,500 army soldiers to Kuwait and 
warned the Iraqi leader of new attacks if he threat- 
ens his neighbors or U.S. forces. 

The warning to Saddam will remain in effect 
indefinitely, a State Department official said. 

“Gt’s obvious that he’s always pushing the enve- 
lope,” Clinton said Tuesday. 

“We didn’t want to create a precedent that would 
lead him to believe he could take further action. We 
didn’t want there to be any ambiguity at all.” 

After congressional leaders met with Clinton at 
the White House, Democratic senators said Clinton 
had not hesitated in sending the troops to Kuwait. 
Although plans to send 5,000 soldiers were 
announced on Friday, reports emerged Monday that 
the decision was being reviewed. 

“We're doing it because the Kuwaiti government 
feels threatened,’ Defense Secretary William Perry 
said of the deployment. The 3,500 soldiers from 
Fort Hood, Texas, would join 1,200 others conduct- 
ing exercises in Kuwait by the end of the week, he 
said. 

Perry flatly rejected speculation that the Kuwaiti 


goverment initially was unwilling to accept addi- 


tional 4).S. forces. He also denied “that the U.S.-led 
coalition that mounted the 1991 war against Iraq 
had béen fractured during the past two weeks of 
confrdhtation with Saddam. 

“Thé bottom line is, the coalition is alive and 
well,”ssaid Perry, who had returned early Tuesday 
from ¢wo days of consultations with Gulf and

Senate Republican leader Trent Lott of 
Mississippi expressed satisfaction after attending 
the meeting with Clinton, although he termed it 
“somewhat belated.” 

He said he, hoped “there will be no basis” for the 
troops to go into action, but added that would 
depend on whether Saddam threatens U.S. forces or 
his neighbors. 

Before departing for a three-day campaign swing 
in the Midwest and West, Clinton said his actions 
were “designed to improve the strategic position of 
the United States and our allies to keep Saddam 
Hussein in a box and limit his ability to threaten his 
neighbors.” 

The actions are designed to tell Saddam “the box 
you are in is now a tighter box,” Clinton said. 

Perry, asked at a Pentagon briefing what Iraqi 
actions would prompt renewed U.S. strikes, replied, 
“We will not tolerate any threatening actions 
against our air crews.” Should any be taken, he 
pledged, “we will respond very sharply.” 

Spokesman Nicholas Burns from the State 
Department said that a new diplomatic note was 
sent to Baghdad’s U.N. mission warning Iraq not to 
threaten U.S. forces or its neighbors. It was the sec- 
ond such warning in the past 10 days. 

The note was “to put Iraq on notice,” and would 
remain in effect “indefinitely,” Burns said. 

Clinton sought to dispel criticism of his recent 
steps against Iraq, sparked by Saddam’s treatment 
of Kurdish minorities in the north: Over the past 
two weeks, Clinton has unleashed 44 cruise mis- 
siles against air defense sites in southern Iraq, sent 
two aircraft carriers, eight F-117A stealth fighters,

He 
said Saddam now controls. parts of northern Iraq 
that he previously did not and the Iraqi leader has 
split the Gulf War allies as well. 

“If you say that you’re going to respond dispro- 
portionately and don’t, then there’s a price to pay. 
When your allies become very uneasy and in fact 
nonsupportive, except for the British, then you have 
a very serious challenge,’ said McCain, who is a 
close friend of Clinton’s presidential rival, Bob 
Dole. 

Kuwait agreed Monday to permit several thousand 
U.S. troops to deploy near the Iraqi border, and 
Bahrain told Perry it was willing to serve as a base 
for American forces and weaponry. 

Saudi Arabia and Turkey, however, have not per- 
mitted the United States to launch air strikes against 
Iraq from their territory. Arab League foreign min- 
isters who met over the weekend endorsed Iraq’s 
“territorial integrity” and condemned “foreign inter- 
ference” in Iraq — an apparent criticism of the 
American attacks.

Situated at the southeast corner of 
the Church Office Building lies a little 
piece of paradise many may overlook 
during their pilgrimage to the temple: 
the Church Gardens. 

With over 174,000 annuals, perenni- 
als, trees, shrubs and vines, encom- 
passing 30 acres, staffed by over 700 
volunteers and 16 full-time gardeners, 
the magnitude of the Church Gardens 
is only eclipsed by the beauty of its 
plants. 

A native of New York City, the only 
form of vegetation I’m familiar with 
are the sparse blades of grass that 
grow between the cracks in the side- 
walk during the springtime. 
Fortunately for me I had a wonderful 
tour guide, Uli Hegewald, a native of 
Germany and current church volun- 
teer, to take me around the gardens 
and answer all of my questions. 

In the Church Gardens a visitor will 
not encounter any patches of uprooted 
plants or areas of dead vegetation. 
The gardeners use a system called 
piston planting that allows new flow- 
ers to bloom where older ones have 
died. Hence, life takes on a cyclical 
pattern in the Gardens; when one 
plant dies there is another waiting to 
take its place. 

Piston planting allows for what 
Hegewald calls “a beautiful panora- 
ma, like paradise.” While there aren’t 
any forbidden fruits in this Edenic 
paradise, the gardens do contain a 
wide variety of fruits and herbs. 
Although the fruits and herbs were 
planted for their aesthetic appeal, they 
represent the resourcefulness of the 
early pioneers in their ability to use 
everything nature had given them.

Q99 changes format

When you’re out of choices it’s time 
to make some changes. 

At’noon on F..day the 6th of 
September, " ; got a real sur- 
prise when they tunea into Q99 
expecting to hear alternative rock. 
Many thought they had the wrong 
radio station. All at once the music 
format was changed, beginning anew 
with Led Zeppelin. Some listeners are 
upset about the change. Many more 
are glad to finally have a “real rock” 
station back in town. 

Chet Buchanan, the program direc- 
tor for both Rock99 and Hot94.9, said 
the change from “pop alternative” to 
“real rock” was for the best. He also 
said the change will target a greater 
listening audience. 

Many listeners still want to know 
- just why the change was made. 

- There are several other alternative 
music stations that may have con- 
tributed to the station’s decision to 
change formats. The newest of these 
stations, 107.5 The End, quickly 
became popular with the “twenty- 
something” crowd, and captured a 
large listenership. Dom Casual, the 

_ music director of 107.5 The End, said 
he didn’t feel that they were the main 
reason for Q99’s switch. 

“We weren’t in direct competition 
with Q99, _ ... We were going after 
a different target altogether — not 
teenagers,” Casual said. 

“Ratings for Q99 have been eroding 
for some time now and people at the 
station were all asking where we 
would go from here,” Buchanan said, 

He noted there was a gaping hole in 
the market for aggressive rock, and it 
was time to make the switch. Dom 
Casual agreed. 

“Since Z93 changed to country 
music, there really hasn’t been a true 
“classic rock” station,’ Casual said.

rock songs, but Buchanan was quick 
to draw a contrast between Rock99 
and other rock stations like Arrow 
103.5. 

“When they are playing the Doobie 
Brothers, we’re playing Jimmy 
Hendrix,” Buchanan said. He 
explained that Rock 99 offers a much 
more driving format than the gots 
rock stations. 

What happens after a station 
changes formats? What do they do 
with all their old music? Buchanan 
laughed, telling me about the employ- 
ees at the station. 

“There was a feeding frenzy at the 
studio. ... Everyone was saying, ‘hey 
we won't be needing this any more 
will we?’” Buchanan said. 

I was quick to volunteer my home:as 
a more permanent place to store the 
unused music. But for now the library 
of compact discs will remain. 
Buchanan explained that a lot of the 
music. will come in handy at their 
other station, Hot94.9. 

Along with changing formats come 
new expenses and risks; however, 
buying new music is not.one of them. 
Buchanan said most of the music 
comes to the station as free promo- 
tional copies. 

There is the chance that a station 
may lose its advertising sponsors who 
don’t like the new format choice. 
Buchanan was very happy that they 
didn’t lose one advertiser. 

Other possible problems can arise 
during a format change. 

Discontent among the DJ’s is one of 
them. A switch from one genre to 
another is sometimes all it takes to 
make a DJ leave and look for another 
station. 

Buchanan said that all of the DJ’s 
were cool with the change, and that 
they didn’t lose one of them. 
However, at least one DJ was moved 
from the evening show on 99 to the 
morning show on their sister station, 
94.9.

40-year-old Molitor 
gets hit number 3,000

KANSAS CITY — At 40, Paul 
Molitor is feeling great, playing 
splendidly and already looking for- 
ward to next year. 

During his historic 3-for-4 charge 
Monday night, Minnesota’s designat- 
ed hitter stayed tied with Roberto 
Clemente with exactly 3,000 hits only 
until his next at-bat, when he singled 
to go to 3,001. 

Next in line on the hit parade is Al 
Kaline, No. 19 at 3,007. As good as 
Molitor feels, and with his tendency 
for getting hurt having mysteriously 
vanished, there’s no telling how high 
hell climb up the ladder before call- 
ing it a career. 

“T still enjoy myself enough to want 
to play again next year, if I have that 
opportunity,” said Molitor, the 21st 
player to reach 3,000 hits. “I lean 
towards playing next year.” 

The milestone hit came in the fifth 
inning at 8:22 p.m. CDT, with Molitor 
lashing Jose Rosado’s fastball into the 
gap in right-center. The ball dropped 
and Jon 
Nunnally, and might have been 
caught. Instead, it goes into the books 
as the only time anybody tripled for 
No. 3,000. 

“[’m not quite sure how much of a 
footnote it will be that I was the first 
guy to get a triple for my 3,000th hit,” 
said Molitor, in his 19th season. “I 
think you get to a certain point where 
you're not very choosy how or when. 
It’s just the way the thing unfolded.” 

In typical Molitor fashion, he slid 
head-first into third, then was mobbed 


by teammates who poured in from the , 


dugout and bullpen. A moment later, 
he went into the stands and hugged 
wife Linda and 11-year-old daughter 
Blaire. 

Kansas City manager Bob Boone 
called the ball “catchable.” The out- 
fielders called it a mix-up. Myers and 
Nunnally both pulled up at the last 
instant and the ball dropped cleanly. 

Official scorer Del Black hesitated 
only a few seconds before announc- 
ing, “That’s a three-base hit.” 

Myers, the center fielder, was 
responsible for calling for the ball. 

“That was me, man, all the way,” he 
said. “It was just so loud. I was going 
for it, trying to be aggressive. I didn’t

Molitor has lost 592 games to’ injury 
during his career, but he hasn’t missed 
a game this season, possibly his first 
to play in all 162. He’s hitting .344 
and leads the league in hits and multi- 
hit games. 

His historic hit came exactly three 
years to the day after Dave Winfield 
got No. 3,000. Like Molitor, Winfield 
was born in St. Paul, Minn., and was 
playing for the hometown Twins at 
the time. - 

Two of Molitor’s friends and fellow 
members of the 3,000-hit club were 
on hand to share the moment. Former 
Royals star George Brett (3,154) and 
former Milwaukee Brewer Robin 
Yount (3,142) sat together in an 
upstairs suite. 

The way Molitor’s playing, their 
places in baseball history as No. 12 
and No. 14’on the list, may be in jeop- 
ardy. 

“To be here and watch this will be 
etched in my memory for the rest of 
my life,’ said Yount, who played with 
Molitor for 15 years with the 
Brewers. 

Yount and Brett came downstairs to 
the Twins’ clubhouse to congratulate 
their friend after his fifth-inning hit. 

“T don’t remember all my birthdays, 
but I will remember this day for a 
long time,” Yount said. “I don’t want 
to forget it.” 

Said Brett: “It was fun to actually sit 
back and enjoy something like this as 
opposed to having the pressure of 
doing it.”

Netanyahu told reporters today, “I 
am convinced that Syria is trying to 
put psychological pressure on the 
government of Israel. It is testing the 
determination of the government and 
the Israeli public.” 

“We are watching every develop- 
ment ve.y closely and are taking the 
appropriate steps,” he said. 

Netanyahu said Israel would neither 
surrender to Syrian demands nor be 
complacent about the troop move- 
ments. 

Syria wants talks to resume where 
they left off with the previous Israeli 
government. 

Reports last week said the late 
Israeli prime minister, Yitzhak Rabin, 
had secretly pledged he would give 
back all of the Golan Heights, a 
strategic plateau seized by Israel in 
1967, in exchange for appropriate 
security arrangements and a peace 
treaty. 

Israeli Foreign Minister David Levy 
said Syria has made it clear to Israel 
that the troop movement was a “‘cau- 
tionary measure.” 

“But that does not mean that we 
should be complacent and not take the 
necessary steps,” Levy told Israel 
radio. 

However, he added that “Israel has 
no intention of attacking Syria and 
definitely does not want to escalate 
tensions in any area.” 

Syrian military convoys have headed 
out of Beirut nightly, moving toward 
the strategic central mountains, and 
possibly into Syria, according to resi- 
dents near the Lebanese capital. 

“When you add what the Syrians 
say to their troop movement in 
Lebanon over the past month, you get 
the picture that they are readying the 
infrastructure for a military option 
along with the diplomatic signals,” 
Israeli military commentator Ron 
Ben-Ishai wrote today in the Yediot 
Ahronot daily.

UNITED NATIONS — The U.N. 
General Assembly..opens its 51st 
annual session today faced with 
uncertainties over its finances and its 
leadership. 

The delegates from the 185 mem- 
ber-states will designate Malaysia’s 
U.N. ambassadog, Razali Ismail, as 
president of the General Assembly 
session. He will succeed outgoing 
President Diogo Freitas do Amaral of 
Portugal for the one-year term. 

Many diplomats and U.N. officials 
believe the future of the organization 
depends strongly on the outcome of 
the Nov. 5 U.S. presidential election 
to appease the ‘U.S. opposition to 
Secretary-General Boutros Boutros- 
Ghali. 1G 
They hope thatyif President Clinton 
is re-elected, he will have a freer hand 
in paying the United States’ outstand- 
ing U.N. dues, which amount to about 
half of the $2.9 billion owed the orga- 
nization. 

Diplomats from major countries 
such as France, Britain, Russia and 
China have resisted U.S. efforts to 
discuss a successor to Boutros-Ghali, 
apparently waiting to see if Clinton 
may soften his opposition after the 
election. 

Republican presidential candidate 
Bob Dole has been outspoken in his 
opposition to Boutros-Ghali. The 
Republican-controlled Congress has 
withheld payments to demand reform. 
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During the session, world leaders 
are expected to sign the ban on global 
nuclear test explosions, a major step 
toward curbing the world’s nuclear 
threat. 

National politics have bogged down 
many other issues facing the General 
Assembly, including restructuring the 
15-member Security Council and 
reaching a long-term solution to the 
financial crisis.

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Parents take children to vote this year in 40 states

U.S. citizens can’t vote until they 
are 18, right? Not necessarily. 

Through a program called “Kids 
Voting USA,” children from 40 states 
will go to the polls with their parents 
on election day this year. 

“Kids voting USA” is a program 
implemented through the schools to 
get children and ultimately their par- 
ents involved in making a difference 
through voting. 

To kick off the program on Sept. 24, 
about 1,000 children will participate 
in ‘‘National Kids Voting Day.” There, 
a “Wish Tree” will be presented that 
will be decorated with “wishes for the 
country” that the children have writ- 
ten. 

Mary Hutchings, executive director 
for “Kids Voting USA,” said the pro- 


gram helps children understand that 
they have a responsibility to vote. It is 
a nonpartisan, nonprofit program that 


is aimed towards getting the young - 


involved in politics and also fo 
encourage the community to become 
more active in the upcoming elec- 
tions. 

“This is something I want for my 
family,” said Hutchings. 

Students at BYU should watch for 
the opportunity to become a volunteer 
for “Kids Voting USA.” There will be 
a need for about 600 volunteers, said 
John Lewis, director of Public and 
Alumni Relations for the Marriott 
School of Management and chairman 
of the board for “Kids Voting USA.” 
They plan to have kids’ booths set up 
at each of the polling sites in Provo. 
The “Kids Voting USA” plans are 
sponsored locally by NuSkin, Novell, 
and Banta. 


Several Provo schools and one Orem 
school are adopting the program in 
social studies classes or other areas of 
the school curriculum to teach chil- 
dren how to get involved. These 
schools are part of a pilot program to 
get Utah involved in “Kids Voting 
USA.” 

Provo High School is implementing 
the “Kids Voting USA” curriculum 
into their-social studies classes. 
During September and October, 450 
sophomores will be exposed to four 
lessons geared toward the November 
election. Their goal at Provo High is 
to have informed educated citizens 
and a practical means to tie that into 
their curriculum, said Todd Smith, 
social studies teacher at Provo High 
School. 

Centennial Middle School is taking 
a different approach to the plan by 
getting the entire ‘student body 


involved. About 740 
students attend a 20- 
minute homeroom 
class called “Wolf 
Pack.” During each 
week of “Wolf Pack,” 
an activity focusing 
on voting will be 
conducted. : 

This program 
should teach the stu- 
dents that every vote 
counts and the 
importance of casting 
knowledgeable votes, 
said Krista Thornock, social studies 
and English teacher at Centennial. 

On Sept. 23, Centennial Middle 
School is planning a schoolwide cele- 
bration to get the students excited 
about participating. This celebration 
is in combination with the National 
Guard “Border to Border Bike Trip”

Air bags and improper restraint systems killing children

WASHINGTON — Passenger-side air bags 
are killing children, federal safety experts said 
Tuesday. They recommend children ride in the 
backseat. For those up front, air bags triggered 
“at higher car speeds and with less power may 
help. 

“Unfortunately, sometimes with the best inten- 
tions, you get unintended consequences,” said 
Jim Hall, National Transportation Safety Board 
chairman, of the 26 child deaths in recent years 
attributed to passenger-side air bags. 

His agency issued a score of recommendations 
addressing the problems of air bags and child 
restraint systems. The recommendations went to 
local, state and federal agencies, auto manufac- 


turers and the makers of child restraint systems. 
The action concluded two years of analysis in 
which safety board staffers studied 120 acci- 
dents involving 207 children. 
It found two major problems — youngsters 
being injured and killed by passenger-side air 


bags and riding in improperly attached child: 


restraint systems. 

“What we’re finding is a majority of children 
are in the wrong restraint for their age, height 
and weight — and the majority of restraints are 
being used improperly,” said Elaine Weinstein of 
the safety board staff. 

There are more than 50 types of child seats, 
booster seats and other restraint systems on the 
market, each with its own attachment system, 
and many are so complex that many parents are 
unable to install them properly.

Indeed, one recommendation called for simpli- 
fied restraint systems “so it doesn’t take a 
Harvard degree to understand how to get the 
seat into and out of a car,” Hall said. 

Board member John Hammerschmidt noted 
that a traffic check by: the Fairfax County, Va., 
police found 138 child restraint seats improperly 
installed, among, 149 checked. 

Robert Francis, board vice chairman, pressed 
the issue of having children ride in the back seat 


of cars, noting that in Europe it is a common 


requirement that children under 12 not be in the 
front seat of cars. 
Main recommendations of the board included: 
—State governors and local officials should 
launch an education campaign emphasizing the 
importance of having children ride in the back 
seat of a car. This could be funded by setting 


aside one-tenth of 1 percent of motor vehicle 
insurance premiums paid in the state. 

eAmend state laws where needed to require 
that all children under age 8 be in a car seat and 
those 8 and older use lap-and-shoulder belts. 
Eliminate current loopholes for out-of-state resi- 
dents and nonparents. 

eNational Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration should evaluate whether passen- 
ger-side air bag requirements should be changed 
to reduce inflation speed. 

eRequire a uniform attachment system for 
child-restraint seats. 

eSimplify the instructions for attaching child 
restraints. 

eManufacturers should offer built-in child 
restraints.

Every year thousands of BYU stu- 
dents cram a household of appliances 
into a room with a single electrical 
outlet. 

The resulting spider web of electri- 
cal cords creates an often-ignored 
threat of electrical shock or fire. 

“People need to use common sense 
when dealing with electricity,” said 
Provo Fire Marshall Dennis D. Moss. 
“Electricity travels at the speed of 
light,” he said. 

According to the National Electrical 
Safety Foundation, over 160,900 eléc- 
trical fires claim more than 800 
human lives, cause 7,660 injuries and 

’ cost $1.4 billion in personal property 
a year. 

Most electrical fires are caused by 
overloaded circuits, Moss said. 
Overloaded circuits pose a particular 
danger to older homes built in the 
1940s and 50s. These homes were not 
built to accommodate computers, 
entertainment systems, microwaves 
and the innumerable other appliances 
we use today. 

Faulty appliances and user careless- 
ness are other major electrical dan- 
gers. Broken appliances should either 
be fixed by a professional or thrown 
away, he said. 

“If you are ever in doubt of an elec- 
trical problem, play it safe. Stay away 
from the wires,” said Dan Schuring, 
energy manager of the Provo 
Electrical Energy Department. 

The Provo Fire Department recently 
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fought a fire caused by an overheated 
electrical cord. An iron was left 
plugged in and started a fire, not from 
the heat of the iron but from the heat 
of the cord, Moss said. 

The National Electrical Safety 
Foundation offered the following 
electrical safety tips to prevent electri- 
cal shock or fire: 

*Only use extension cords on a tem- 
porary basis. ; 

eNever run electric cords under rugs 
or carpets. 

¢Do not overload outlets. 

°Use approved surge suppressors for 
computers and entertainment systems. 

Never force a plug into an outlet. 

*Do not use appliances with dam- 
aged cords. 

*Do not stand in water when using 
appliances. 

*Be alert when using electrical 
appliances.
